Last week, we discussed add-on interest. This week, I want 
to talk about "simple interest; the kind used. on, most mor- 
tgages. Part' of each mortgage payment is principal, part is 
interest. Of course, ntost of Oijir mortgages includean, escrow 
payment for taxes .and insurance in addition to the prin- 
cipal and interest. The escrow part of our-payments doesn't 
affect the interest calculations at all. Simple interest is 
calculated each month based on the principal remaining at 
that point. It is not figured in advance like add-on interest 
For example, if you borrowed $50,000 at 10 per cent for 29 
years to buy your house, your payment, without taxes or in- 
surance, would be $441.24. Your first payment would be 
$416.67 interest and $24.57 principal. Each month after that, 
calculate the interest on the unpaid balance and whatever^ 
leffOTerofthe$44r.24 is applied to principalrTo figure the -in- 
terest, you first figure one year's interest on the principal 
($50,000). 10 per cent of $50,000 is $5,000. Divide the $5,000 by 
360. This gives you one day's interest on $50,000 at 10 per cent 
per year ($13.888889). Multiply this by 30 and you have one 
month's interest on $50,000 at 10 per cent per year(416. " 
The full payment minus this interest is the principal pay men 
for the firstmonth ($24.57). * * 

For the second month's payment, you use the same 
method, but you only have $50,000 minus $24.57 as the prin- • 
cipal remaining. The second month's payment in this exam- 
ple would be $416.47 interest and $24.77 principal. This 
process is repeated each month until the principal is gone. In 
-this example, I set the tertnat 29 years, To shorten the term; . 
all we needdo is increase the principal part of each paymerit:- 
The interest calculations are the same. $50,000 at 10 per cent 
for 29 years would have a payment of $441.24. The first 
payment would be $416.67 interest and $24.57 principal. 
$50,000 at 10 per cent for 25 years would have a* payment of 
$454.35. The first pay ment would be $416.67 interest and $37.68 
: principal. $50,000 at 10 per cent for 20 years would have a 
payment of $482.51. The first payment would be $416,67 in- 
terest and $65.84 principal. You can actually get a mortgage 
approved for.29 years, but make payments as jf.it was a 25^ 
year loan. If you did that, the loan would be done in 25 years 
instead of 29.

The assumption of the group is that by making available a 
change in the family members reactions and responses to the
